RIPE FOR WAR. 


South African Warriors Threaten 
Trouble for a British 


Company. 


King Lobengula Able to Muster 
Thirty Thousand Trained 
Fighting Men. 


The Pence Agreement Between ‘Salvad oe” 
and Guatamaia Signed—Mexice and 
Italy—Argentine Affairs—Dr. Peters’ Re- 
turn to Germany—Arming the Kurds— 
The Great Storm in France—Belgian 
Miners Discentented—A Marine Disaster 
in Russia—The German Imperial Party 
—Foreign News. 


LONDON, Aug. 21,—South African advices 
represent that Lobengula, the King of Mata- 
beland, is very much trritated over the course 
of the British company which he has recently 
admitted to certain privileges in his domin- 
ions, and that his people are ripe for war. 
Lobengula is the most powerful monarch in 
South Africa, and is able to muster an army 
of about 30,000 well trained fighting men. He 
keeps a body-guard of 4, 000 men. The war- 
riors are more anxious for war than the 
King, who understands something of the ex- 
tent ot British power, and is slow to enter 
upon a conflict. Should Lobengula go to war 
against the Colonists it would be a more ser! 
ous affair than the struggle with the Zulus. 


The Central American Rew. 


San SALVADOR, via La Libertad, Aug. 21.— 
Provisional President Ezeta said last night 
„Dr. Galindo has placed in my hands the 
protocol signed by the diplomatic corps in 
Guatemala regarding the situation for peace 
between that republic and Salvador. To 
better understaud the several points of the 
treaty, Ihave sent with my reply acommis- 
sion from my Government, with the end in 
view that everything be definitely arranged 
for peace. My reply is in terms most con- 
ciliatory.’’ 

At the conference held yesterday between 
President Ezeta and the representatives of 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua many important 
matters were discussed relative to the terms 
upon which peace negotiations between Sal- 
vador and Guatemala’ were to be based. 
Among these was the unanimous decision of 
the three countries that they should each indi- 
vidually request the United States Govern- 
mentto send a separate diplomatic repre- 
sentative to each of the capitais of the three 
countries. Telegrams were sent from here to 
the Costa Rican Government at San Jose de 
Costa Rica and to that of Nicaragua in order 
to have the agreement agreed to, and replies 
from the countries have been received acqul- 
escing in the proposed request, both Govern- 
ments at the same time stating that they 
would at once make the request of the United 
States. 

EZETA’S DIGNIFIED POSITION. 

Afriend of Gen. Ezeta, after a protracted 
interview withthe Provisional President, re- 
ports the latter as having said: ‘‘I have main- 
tained and still shall maintain a dignified po- 
sition toward Guatemala consistent with the 
honor of Salvador and were I to recede from 
the standI have taken and which has re- 
ceived the approbation of my people, I would 
consider myself as falling in one of the first 
pledgesI have givento my fellow country- 
men. Ihave informed the American Minis- 
tor, as well as other members of the diplo- 
matic corps, what my terms of peace are, and 
I shall adhere to those termsto the letter and 
I shall not remove or withdraw a single sel- 
d lor from the frontier until my terms are ac- 
ceded to. Ihave notcaused Salvador to as- 
sumethe attitude of avaunting conqueror, 
but I have advocated her cansé as the offended 
party claiming the right of redress.’’ 

Gen. Ezeta’s friend says: ‘‘Ezeta considers 
his status as Provisional President of Salvador 
as having been virtually recognized by the 
United States from the fact that if such were 
not the case the United States Minister would 
not have conferred with him at all unless the 
United States Government had authorized its 
Minister to treat with anon de facto power. 

Advices from the frontier of Guatemala 
report everything quiet among the troops of 
both Salvador and Guatemala. In the forth- 
coming negotiations for peace Guatemala will 
have to take her owa stand apart from Hon- 
duras, and the latter will have also to settle 
accounts separately with Salvador. 


The Steamer Colima Incident. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 21.—Pacific mail 
steamer Colima which carried a consignment 
of frearms which were seized by the Gaute- 
malan officers, arrived here yesterday. Her 
officers say the seized arms consisted of 
twenty-five cases of Winchester rifles and 
twenty-five cases of cartridges consigned to 
Acajutia, Salvador. When the steamer ar- 
rived at San Jose, the Guatemalan authorities 
bearded her and threatened that if the arms 
were not given up the steamer would not be 
allowed to sail. A compromise was effected 


dy which the arms were to be put in a lighter 


and transferred to the steamer City of Sydney 
to be returned tothe shippers at San Fran- 
cisco. As soon as the arms bad been put on 
board the lighteran armed Guatemalan crew 
came on board and made a formal seizure of 
the lighter and its contents, The officers pro- 
tested against this breach of faith, but the 
Guatemalans only laughed at them. 


Peace Signed. 

Paris, Aug. 21.—A telegram has just been 
received at the Guatemalan Legation here to 
the effect that peace has been declared be- 
tween Salvador and Guatemala. Vice-Presi- 
dent Ayala of Salvador has assumed the su- 
preme executive functions and will arrange 
the detalis of an election for President. 


Argentine Affairs. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 21.—The resignation of 
the Governor of the Province of Cordova has 
been accepted. The Government has intro- 
duced in the Senate and Chamber of Deputies 
the proposals recently submitted by tne Min- 
ister of Finance, * 

The proposals include the sale, when practi- 
cable, of $35,000,000 4% per cent bonds, the 
issue of which was authorized in July to with-.

Government steamer Alert, which is to con- 
vey the party on a cruise around the Labrador 
coast. They will be accompanied by L. F. 
Faford, a pioneer of the Labrador region. 
Faford asserts that he can demonstrate the 
possibility of bullding a railway over Labra- 
dor to thejAtiantic coast. The Alert is expected 
here to-morrow night.

Reported Death of Missionaries Confirmed, 


BERNE, Aug. 21.—The Bishop of Sierra 
Leone, who is at present sojourning in Swit- 
zerland, has received news confirming the 
reports of the deaths of Messrs. Gates and 
Jaderquest and Mrs. Kingman, members of 
the party of nine missionaries who left the 
United States a few months ago with the ob- 
ject ot teaching in the Soudan. They died in 
Sierra Leone from African fever. 


Dr. Peters’ Return. 


BERLIN, Aug. 21.—Dr. Peters has arrived a§ 
Wildbad, in Wurtemburg, where he will re- 
main a few days for the purpose of recupera- 
tion. He will arrive in Berlin on Monday, 
when it is expected he will make a detailed 
statement of the results of his expedition, 
refuting many of the reports which have been 
hazarded by irresponsible persons. 


The Preperty Defense League. 

LONDON, Aug. 21,—The Property De- 
tense League, formed of members of the En- 
glish nobility and landholding gentry, hag 
issued a circular calling upon all who are 
interested in defending the rights of prop- 
erty to join the league and denounciag in 
alarming language the socialistic tendencies 
of legislation in Great Britain. 


Mexice and Italy. 


ROME, Aug. 21.—The Mexican Government 
has granted a concession to ex-Depnuty 
Orsini for an exhibition of Roman art which 
it is proposed to hold in the City of Mexico. The 
exhibition is to open in 1892 and continue til] 
1895. The Italian Government will support 
the scheme. The concession to ex-Deputy 
Orsini has created a grateful feeling among 
the Italian public toward President Diaz and 
his Ministers. 


The German Imperial Party. 


NARVA, Aug. 21.—The military maneuvers 
here will conclude to-morrow. Immediately 
upon their cogclusion Emperor William will 
start for the Peterhof Palace. Gen. Von 
Schweinitz, the German Ambassador to Bus 
sia, will give a banquet to Chancellor Von 
Caprivi and the other members of Emperor 
William’s suite in St. Petersburg to-night. 


The Great Storm in France. 


PARIS, Aug. 21.—The Government has sent 
relief to the victims of the great storm in the 
southeast part of France. The latest reports 
are that an immense amoun*of damage was 
done te property. A lady was thrown from 
her carriage and killed. A large mumber of 
persons were injured. 


Reducing Miners’ Wages.

Four Armenians who had made themselves 
objectionable to the authorities were stran- 
gied in prison.

A SERIOUS MATTER.

We must consider the 
rights ot the men, the rights of the corpora- 
tion and rights ofthe public in this matter 
before taking final action. You know what a 
general tie- up means. East of ‘Chicago all 
the Vanderbilt system would be stopped 
instantly if we should say so. Ido not believe 
mow that the Central roadis engaged in 
waging a war of extermination against any 
labor organization. I donot believe it ig true 
or the Knights of Labor. I believe that 
the company and the men at 
the head have too much sense 
ta attempt anything 80 foolishe 
Unless the K. of L. can show us that the New 
York Central is making war on organized 


labor and that the existence of our organiza- 
tion is atatake I can’t see how the present 
strike can affect us. As yet this fact has not 
been demonstrated to us satisfactorily, but if 
we are satisfied thatthe company is engaged 
in any such attack upon organized labor or 
ag A an individual organization because it is 
a labor organization, we would immediately 
get into the fight and make no mistake about 
Knights show 
us a clear cause and we will go with them. 
WEEB ON THE CONFERENCE. 

The statement made by Mr. Powderly in re- 
gerd to his interview with Mr. Webb was com- 
mented upon by that official last evening to 
this effect: 

‘*i gee,’’ began Mr. Webb, ‘‘that Mr. Pow- 
derly says that he put this question to me at 
the opening of the interview: ‘Would yeu ob- 
ject, Mr. Webb, to sitting down with me in 
the presence of these men and talking over 
this question so that I can arrive at some de- 
cision in the matter?’ Then Mr. Powderly 

oes on to say that I made this reply: ‘I can 
Fardiy do that, Mr. Pewderly, and I don’t 
think I ought te be asked. 

Commenting on this alleged reply Mr. Webb 
ald: As a matter of factI simplv refused 
flatly te talk onthe subject at all. I merely 
told bim thatthe matter lay entirely within 
the discretion of the officials of the company 
and that he was not the man t@ act as judge in 
the case. Mr. Toucey then made this re- 
mark: ‘All the ground bas been carefully 
gone overinamost thorough manner and 
there [s no necessity for further investigation, 
as we are quite capable of investigating 
our own affairs." Then, according to Mr. 
Powderly, Mr. Devlin asked this question: 
‘Did 1 maderstand yon to assume the position 
thatthe publle and your employes have no 
which you propose to consider 
matter, or do you simply 
look upon it as though the whole 
railroad system was owbolly in your 
hands, without any consideration being due 
either the publicor ae, „To this ques- 
tion,’’ continued Mr. Webb, Mr. Powderly 
calmly asserted that there was no answer 
given. The truthisthat no such question 
was asked at all. Had it been I sbould have 
said that the public had a great Interest in the 
matter, but that the railroad officials were the 
only judges as to what methods of discipline 
we cared to adopt toward our employes. 

** Next Powderly alleges that Deviin put 
this question; ‘Suppose Mr. Lee and his ac- 
tions are left out of the matter altogether, will 
you permit an investigation in the cases of the 
other men?’ He then quotes Mr. Toucey as 
having replied: ‘That has nothing to do with 
the question. The company proposes to dictate 
how, when and where it shall employ its men, 
without any regard to outside dictation of any 
sort whatever,for we propose te entirely con- 
trol this road in the manner that may seem to 
be for the road’s best rr 14 

»The question attributed to Mr. Deviln by 
Mr. Powderly was really asked, continued 
Mr. Webb r „but it was I who 
replied toit to this effect: Mr. Devlin, we 
have carefully and fully investigated every 
individual casein this matter and we have 
come to the conclusion that the men dis- 
charged by the company were dismissed for 
K and sufficient reasons and that nothing 
more canbe done as far as their cases are 
concerned. 

SARGENT CHANGES HIS VIEWS. 

The members of the General Executive 
Board of the Knights were late in making 
their appearance atthe St. Cloud this morn- 
ing. Chief Sargent with his companions, 
Messrs. Howard, Wilkerson and Sweeny, were 
astir long before, and at 7:80 left the hotel te 
take the train for Terre Haute. Mr. Sargent 
said a meeting of the Federation would be 
held there, with the undoubted result thata 
strike on the Vanderbilt system would be or- 
dered. As he and his three associates had in- 
dorsed the action ot the General Executive 
Board of thetKnights of Labor, be thoroughly 
believed that the Supreme Council of the 
Federation would sustain it.

Mr. Cleary explained the matter by 
saying that on Tuesday afternoon as he was 
on his way home after presiding at the strik- 
ers’ meeting be was approached by a stranger 
who took his hand and shoek it warmly. At 
the same time he observed Mr. Cleary’s 
Knights of Labor badge and glancing at it 
remarked: ‘‘Weare friends and engaged in 
the same good cause. No reply being made 
to this, the stranger gavea signal employed 
by the Knights several years ago but not now 
in use, to indicate that he was a member of 
the order. Asnospecial attention was paid 
to this the man entered into conversation 
with Mr. Cleary and offered his congratula- 
tions onthe situation. He appeared to be 
particularily bitter on the Pinkerton men, 
whom he denounced in unsparing terme. 
After sowe further conversation of no special 
importance the stranger remarked that he 
would, he believed, be of service to the cause 
of the men if some evidence was shown of the 
determination of the strikers to win even if 
they were compelled to resort to violence. He 
then proceeded to unfold a scheme which con- 
templated the destruction by dynamite of the 
railroad bridge across the Harlem Rive at 
Fourth avenue and the railroad across Spuy- 
ten Creek. The stranger said that he was pre- 

ared to furnish the dynamite necessary to 
Siew these bridges, and entered into details 
as to how the scheme could be carried out se- 
cretly and without fear of detection. It was 
only his friendship for the cause of the strik- 
ers, he said, that had prompted him to sug- 
gest the use of cyan Mr. Cleary was 
so surprised at the boldness of the proposition 
that he hesitated asto how to reply to the 
men, and the latter, observing the hesitation, 
concluded that he had made a mistake in 
making the offer and walked away at a brisk 
pace. Mr. Cieary followed, hoping that he 
might findafriend and put in operation a 
plan to entrap the man, but none appeared, 
and after tracking the stranger to Forty- 
second street and Sizth avenue he daisap- 
peared and was not again seen by Mr. Oleary. 

AN ENEMY OF THE STRIKERS. 

„It is apparent,’’ remarked Mr. Cleary in 
conclusion, that the stranger was an enemy 
of the strikers and that he hoped to obtain the 
approval of myself or others to this scheme 
for blowing up bridges and thus make public 
the plot, with the objeet ofshowing that the 
strikers were resorting to violence. This 
would, of course, necessitate the employment 
of more Pinkerten men to protect the com- 
pany’s property and the reputation estab- 
lished for quiet, order and sobriety among 
the men would have been destroyed. 

The stranger was described as about 35 years 
old and dressed in a fashionable business suit. 
After Mr. Cleary’s statement had been made 
several of the delegates made brief speeches 
expressing regret that Mr. Clea had not 
been able to discover who the real movers in 
the conspiracy were, sothat they might have 
been arrested. The scheme was denounced 
as a dastardly one and fermed for the ex- 
. purpose ot destroying the name of the 

‘nights. No one believes that the company’s 

roperty was in any real jeopardy, but it was 
ntimated that the scheme might have been 
resortea to by unscrupuious men on the 
Pinkerton police force, in order to demon- 
strate to the company a necessity for employ- 
ing more of them to guard the railroad from 
alleged dynamiters. Mr. Oleary introduced 
the following resolutions asthe sense of the 
meeting, and they were adopted: 

Whereas, It has been forcibly brought to 
our notice thata number of Pinkerton cut- 
throats have been put in our midst, repre- 
senting themselves to be old members of the 
Knights of Labor, and pretending to be 
heartily in sympathy with our cause, and try- 
ing to induce our men to commit deeds of 
violence, such as the blowing up of the 
Fourth Avenue Railroad bridge by dynamite, 
thereby endangering. hundreds of human 
lives; thatthe above fully justifies the warn- 
ing we received from the headquarters of D. A. 
246, cautioning our members to beware of 
strangers; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we fight this battle by fair 
and honorable means, giving all strangers 
and pretended friends a wide berth, and the 
police and railroad officials in particular; thas 
we will not countenance any acts of violence 
and that we tenderour heartfelt thanks to our 
district officers for their timely warning. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
be given to the publie press as showing the 
despicable methods resorted to by the railreaa 
to injure our cause.

From the tone of 
a letter received this morning it appears that 
the petition forthe estaWlishment of the sys- 
tom in the city has reached the Post- offlee 
Department and has already received the at- 
tention of the officials to whom it was di- 
rected. The letter alluded to ie addressed to 
Mayor Stephens and signed by Thomas B. 
Merehe, Acting Superintendent of the Free 
Delivery System. It reads: 

„Tours of the 16th, containing a petition 
of citizens for the establishment of the free 
delivery service in your place and a statement 
of the postmaster in regard to its qualifica- 
t‘ons has been received and will be sent to an 
Msepector with instructions to visit your city 
and confer with the postmdster in reference to 
the establishment of the service.’’ 


The arrival of the Inspector in East St. 
Louis willbe impatiently waited. No dou bts 
are entertained as to the city’s qualifications 
being favorably reported upon by the official 
after he has made an inspection. 
The corrected census reports, according 
to the statements received from Washington, 
give the city 18,000 inhabitants, and itis cer- 
tain that the receipts of the local office are 
large enough to warrant the expense which 
the establishment of the system will entail.

I read with interest the article in the last 
SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH entitied, ‘‘Karly Days 
in St. Louls.’’ The writer mentions some 
prominent persons in the city forty-five years 
ago, but omits others equally prominent, 
among them, Gov. Hamliton Gamble, Henry 
S. Geyer, Urial Wright, one ofthe most bril- 
liant lawyers the State ever had; John Cham- 


bers, a distinguishea editor; Lucas and Mul- 
ianphy. Among the early ministers of dis- 
tinction were Drs. Potts, Bullard and Post 
and Bishop Hawks, a very eloquent divine.

The Blake and Alldredge Factions Combine 
te Defeat Garland--Mr. Orthwen De- 
| one te Run for Congress—Ninth Dis- 

ot Democrats Becoming Alarmed— 

4 Jasper Barks’ Victory—Farmers’ Demon- 
stration at Creve Coour—Political Notes. 


The Union Labor City Central Committee 
decided after a long wrangle iast night not to 
recognize the call issued by the Garland fac- 
tion for the State Convention. This result 
followed the eombination entered 
into between the Biake and 
Alldredge factions to defeat the 
Garland-Clifton-Coghian crowd. Blake and 
his friends are, consequently, in a jubilant 
frame of mind to-day and say that if there is 
a convention at Jefferson City, Monday, none 
of the party representatives, aside from the 
signers of the call, will attend. i 

The Union Labor party of Missouri is now 
in pretty much the same sort of a difficulty as 
the mythical Baratoria was placed by Gilbert 
& Sullivan in their ‘*Gondoliers.’’ Blake and 
Alidredge In order to crush the Garland fac- 
tion out have concluded to unite 
and run the party together un- 
til it is definitely determined 
which of the two is Chairman of the commit- 
tee. Like the two Kings in the opera, they 
have decided to reign in harmony, but it is 
doubtful if they will be as fortunate in the 
matter of getting double rations. 

A COMPLICATED SITUATION. 

The Union Labor party will be called upon 
to play the role of the Grand Inquisitor 
to determine which is the leader. 
The action of the Oity Commitee 


last evening does not help the situation to an 
extent and more complications are on mg . 
The committee instructed Blake, who was 
sent, to confer with the ‘‘other chairman’™, 
(wnich does not mean Garland) and arrange 
or a State convention, to be held not earlier 
than September 15 nor later than the 29th, and 
he promised to obey the mandate. Of course, 
the backers of the Garland faction objected to 
this, but they were outvoted as a result of the 
Blake-Alidredge combine. They then gave 
notice that they would hold the convention 
anyhow, nominate a State ticket and see 
that was acce jted 5 the 
official ticket of the fparty by 
the Secretary of State. If it should be ac- 
cepted, which is not considered probable by 
the opposition, it would be placed on the offi- 
cial ballot required by the Australian law. 

Chairman Blake said to-day: ‘‘The party as 
far as 8t. Louis is concerned has voted down 
the Garland crowd and instructed Mr. 
Alidredge and myseifto manage things until 
all doubt as to who is chairman is removed. 
Iwilisee Mr. Alidredge and we will calla 
convention as directed by the committee.’’ 

THE GARLANDITES DETERMINED. 

The Garlandites gave it out this morning 
that they would not stay ‘‘downed’’ and 
would hold the convention on the date given 
in the eall. They would issue 
a call directing that mass meetings 
in all the wards be held to-morrow night for 
the selection of delegates to the convention 
Monday. The same call asks that meetings 
be held in the Congressional districts Satur- 
day night to elect five delegates-at-large for 
each. Garland and his friends say that Blake 
will be badly worsted in the end. 

The members of the Labor party who are 
not associated with any of the factions are 
Gisgusted with the turn of affairs and say they 
will not be dominated by any one ot the trio 
claiming to be chairman. This element in 
the party declares it will not pay any atten- 
tion to any call Blake may make for a 
convention. There will be an 
interesting time indeed when the time comes 
for Secretary of State Lesueur to make up the 
official ticket in conformity with the provis- 
ions ofthe ballot reform law. The indica- 
tions point totwoand probably three State 
Labor tickets. 


Farmers and Laborers at Creve Cour. 


The various lodges of the Farmers and 
Laborers’ Union of St. Louis County are hold- 
ing a Lig demonstration to-day at Creve Cour 
Lake. Posters have been distributed through- 


out the county for the past week advertising 
the meeting and caliin upon all 
farmers irrespective of politics to attend. 
The bill announced that U. S. Hall, the presi- 
dent of the union, Hon. Norman J. Colman 
and others would speak, The exercises began 
at noon and are expected to last until late this 
afternoon. 

Ex-State Senator Sam Byrne, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress in the Tenth 
District, J. A. Brown of the State Democratic 
Committee, H. Martin Williams and a number 
of others went outon an early train to attend 
the demonstrations. Williams had an armful 
of C Records and announced at the 
depot that he was going to make a tariff speech 
if he got a chance.

Of course, I 
do not mean to suggestthat this excessive 
financial ante on the part of George was in- 
dicative of fear, but there are men uncharita- 
ble enough to believe that if the little negro 
really thought he had a living show with the 
Jersey man he would have set the limit within 
the bounds of possibility. 

You see $5,000 isa lot of money for a prise 
fighter to raise. Indeed, afew years ago, the 
man who could command $5,000 on a short 
risk would have been apt to have secured it as 
backing for himself inastart in business, 
rather than as a bet to be lost or won in an 
bour in the prize ring. Sullivan used te block 
all the fellows he did not want to be bothered 
training for with this self-same ‘‘I’ll ight you 
for 88,000.“ 

This did not sound so bad or preposterous 
from Bullivan. It is simply absurd in Dixon. 

No matter. Dixon himself could not obtain 
$5,000 to bet against Cal McCarthy, and the 
latter may prove this before the fall comes in. 

Let us look at Johnny Murphy’s chances 
with Dixon and determine from what we 
know of both just what the chances of each 
may be. Dixon has covered himself with a 
lot of glory in his recent performance with 
Nunc Wallace, and he gave Cal McCarthy a 
good fight a few months ago. But Johnny 
Murphy is not to be sneezed at. He is a thor- 
ough little gladiator and he literally fears 
nothing. 

When last he met Cal McCarthy he gave an 
excelient account of himself, and had it not 
been for the accident to his apm that night he 
might have doneeven better with Oal than 
George did in Boston. 

There were many persons present on the 
occasion of Murphy's meeting with MoCartby 
who thought that, but for this accident, Mur- 
phy would have won, for he knocked Cal 
down with the good hand even after he had 
broken the other one, and then little John did 
not want to stop when Mike Donovan threw 
up the sponge. 

There can be no question whatever of Mur- 
phy’s gamepéss: He has always been re- 
garded as a giadiator, and there was a time 
when Johnny Murphy was regarded as the 
cleverest little man in the country. He will 
test Dixon’s capability as a fighter, and, bar- 
ring an accident, should win. It may bea 
long fight and a hurricane fight, but every 
time Dixon comes within distance Murphy 
will knock him down, sure. 

I have always loooked upon the little Har- 
vard teacher as a thoroughbred, and at this 
moment I believe that he could give Oal Me- 
Carthy the fight of his life if he were in good 


As matters stand, therefore, the battle be- 
tween Murphy and Dixon will be the best test 
of the relation either man bears to little Mo- 
Carthy, who is the champion in his class.

Oars man Corbett. 


J. F. Corbett of Chicago appears to be the 
coming amateur sculler of Amerioa, if in- 
deed he is not already the best amateur this 
aide of the Atlantic. He is a native of Canada, 


having been born at Owen Sound, Ontario, 
February 10, 1856. Hestands 65 feet 9% inches 
in height and in condition lowers the scale at 
145 pounds. He made his first appearance in 
a race at the regatta of the Mississippi Valley 
Rowing Association at Moline, III., July 24, 
25, 1885, representing the Pullman Rowing 
Club. On the first day he wonthe junior 
singles in 10m.

At the late Du 
luth regatta he swept everything before him, 
taking the St. John quarter mile dash cup, the 
senior single skull and everything for which 
he was entered. Since then he has added to 
his fame by winning the senior singles at New- 
ark, on the Passaic River. Corbett ran away 
from the'others, winning by five iengths in 
8m. 50s. On the same day he accomplished a 
remarkable feat by winning the quarter-mile 
dash for single scullers in Im. 8 2-5s., which 
is almost as fastas a good pace in a quarter- 
mile run.
